tion and food. If ammunition failed to 
come for a da.y and the Huns overran 
the armies of the allies and destroyed 
the rest of France what would you 
say in answer to the statement that 
the reason the Huns were victorious 
was because the government 
didn't 


fravp enough money to get that ammu- 
nition to the boys on time to check 
the drive? 
The government didn't 


have the money because you wouldn't 
invest in wax savings. That is an m- 


ficed and done more than their share. 


"If you ha.ve money in some bank 


or tucked away some place bring it 
out and invest in these war stamps 
It must be realized that this is the 
greatest investment effvr ord@VGG. 
gratet investment ever offered to you 
—but not because it will bring a good- 
ly financial return should you invest 
—but because of the good your money 
will do the government and the boys 
at the front. 


"Few people realize it but if this 


county %lls its quota and the state 
fills its allotment and every state in 
the Union goes over the same way 
it will have a very demoralizing ef- 
fect on the German people and army. 
To hear that the United States has 
gone "over the top" again in a drive 
for a war savings loan will take a 
lot of wind out of the German sails.

THE MARNE, JUNE 26, 10:00 A. M.— 
American forces which were first to 
get into action on the Maine front 
bore the brunt of heavy fighting north 
of Chateau Thierry last night- 
The 


Americans swept forward at Belleau 
wood, inflicting severe losses upon the 
Germans and gaining ground. 


Many prisoners were captured and 


the number is being increased 
as 


stragglers are brought in. 


The woods had been blasted by ar- 


tillery fire and gas shelling and the 
ground bore evidence of the hellish 
fury of the fighting. 


The Americans are digging in along 


their new positions. 


The scene of the fighting is one of 


desolation with trees flattened, vege- 
tation putrid and littered with aban- 
doned equipment. 


The Germans took advantage 
of 


the shelter of huge boulders during 
the fighting. 


Th^ attack, which began, at 
7:00 


o'clock last evening, 
was preceded 


by an intense 
bombardment 
which 


was followed at the end by 
brisk 


drumfire, in which gas 
shells were 


thrown.
